The  principal  and  interest  amounts  are  transferred  one  year  in  advance  from  the 
Genera!  Revenue  Fund  to  the  debt  service  funds  from  vifhich  principal  and  interest  payments  are 
made.

The  Missouri  State  Lottery  was  created  by  voter  approval  of  Constitutional  Amendment  No.  5 
on  November  6,  1984.  Section  39(b)  of  Article  Hi  of  the  Missouri  Constitution  requires  that  a 
minimum  of  45%  of  money  received  from  the  sale  of  Missouri  state  lottery  tickets  shall  be 
awarded  as  prizes.  The  Constitution  was  further  amended  on  August  4,  1992  to  dedicate  net 
lottery  proceeds  solely  to  public  institutions  of  elementary,  secondary,  and  higher  education-
